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HOW THE TREASURY IS ROBBSD. 


Millions Paid Out for the Redemption of 
Duplicate Coupons asd Greenubacks. 


Wasuixorox, November 20.—The officers 
the present administration are very quick “ 
ditcover the shortcomin gs of their predecessors 
and numerous suggestions are made by them 
of much needed reforms, not only in regard to 
civil service changes, but in the manner of 
conducting the routine ot business, so as to 
secure greater economy and protection against 
fraud upon the government. A prominent 
treasury official said today that the method 
of keeping books and files and of conducting 
the general office business in the 
departments had rot kept pace with the times, 
but is the same as that in vogue when the gov. 
ernment was first organized, No matter how 
inconvenient, the old methods have been 
tranrmitted from administration to; admin- 
tration, while the methods in private business 
have been constantly improving. Some of 
there methods have cost the government mil: 
jions of dollars, not only in the way of in- 
volving greater expense, but because they 
give opportunity for actual fraud upon the 
government. 

For instance, as General Rosecrans, the 
present register of the treasury, said today, no 

recaution whatever is taken to prevent the 

uplication of bonds or treasury notes should 
the plates fallinto dishonest hands, and he 
says the government has paid out millions of 
dollars in the redemption of bonds and notes 
which have been taken from true plates. In 
1871 duplicates of coupons on bonds 
amounting to over thirteen millions 
of dollars were discovered, and as they 
bore the signature of Jay -Cooke & 
Co., they were paid by the department. 
These coupons were undoubtedly taken from 
tbetrue plates. Itis impossible to tell the 
amountof greenbacks which have been re- 
deemed by the government which were fraud- 
ulently taken from true plates. A record is 
kept of the redemption of bonds by number 
and designation and of their cancellation, 
but no record is kept of greenback notes. Con- 
sequently there is no way to prevent the re- 
demption of any number of copies ot the same 
bank note. 

When a private bank contracts for the print- 
ing of its notes the contracter is made respon- 
sible for any duplications, and if a duplicate 
is discovered, the contractor is to pay for it. 
But the government has no recourse. The 
general suggests that the present administra- 
tion should begin a new series of notes, with 
all the modern improvements as to paper, 
style and form and that precautious similar to 
that adopted by private banks against dupli- 
cations should be taken. 


AT THE OLD TRICK, 


Elkins Goes to Maine to Confer with Mr, 
Biaine, 

Avevusta, Me., November 20.—Stephen B. 
Eikins is visiting Mr. Blaine at his home here, 
ard his presence is the cause of considerable 
The ostensible object of Mr. Elkins’s 
Visit 1s to confer with Mr. Blaine in relation 
to disposing of the coal products of the mines 
belonging to the West Virginia Railroad com- 
pany to eastern companies. Both gentlemen 
are members of the board of directors of this 
road. It seems hardly necessary that Mr. 
Elkins should have taken the trouble to have 
come away down east totalk over a matter 
that has been already acted upon by the di- 
rectors and approved of by Mr. Blaine. 

The most rezesonable supposition is that his 
errand is more of a political than of a busi- 
ness character. In fact, politics was the staple 
topic of conversation this evening at the din- 
ner table as well as afterward, when Mr. 
E:kips and Ex-Postmaster Manly withdrew 
wth Mr. Bleineto his cosey library, where 
they could talk over matters in greater priva- 
cy. The presidential possibilities were freely 


. discussed, and this affords sufficient grounds 


for the hypothesis that the precise mission of 
the adroit chieftain of Mr, Blaine’s strate- 
gic forces at the Chicago convention 
is in reference to putting Maine’s ido] in the 
race for another presidential nomination. Mr. 
E kins finds Mr. Blaine in excellent health 
and never in better spirits. That both are 
taking an observation tonight of the political 
horizon end calculating what the chances are 
tosecure another nomination for the “‘mag- 
netic statesman” ecems altogether too proba- 
ble to be doubted. Atleast that is the con-~ 
viction of the political prophets, who also 
besieve that the job will be matured before 
Mr. Elkins takes his departure tomorrow. 


HIPPLB MITCHBLL’S PLEDGS. 


He Will Support the Nominees of President 
Oleveland, 

PortLanpd, Ore., November 20.—It is learned 
today that at thecaucus of democratic mem. 
bers of the legislature, held here Tuesday 
evening, when authority was given to sevens 
teen members to vote for John H. Mitchell for 
senator, on the promise that he would vote to 
confirm President Cleveland’s appointments, 
a resolution was passed, ‘calling upon 
the president for office. The 
resolution recited the general political status 
of the state, and argued that the democrats 
therein could have control if they had the 
offices. The petition was dispatcned to Presi- 
dent Cleveland yesterday. A few minutes 
after his election was announced, Senator 
Mitchell addressed the legislature, and dofin- 
ed his attitude toward the president, in the 
following languege: 

lf I supposed for one moment that any demo. 
cratic representative on this floor has cast his 
vete forme under the impression that it would 
bave the effect of charging me from a republican 
toa democrat, of course, I would not feel com pli~ 
but I have every reason to kuow 
that no bo member of 
the democratic party, cast his 
vote for me under any such impression. [t is due, 
however, that Ishould recognize the fact, and I 
am 1ow eboutto proclaim from the house tops 
that which I have always proclaimed in secret 
chambers. I recognize the fact that at the late 
national election the democratic party prevailed, 
end elected a democratic president, and_ what 
have to say is this: that I shall 
rot conceive it to be part of 
my duty asasenator, to go to Washiugton and 
make facticious opposition to the party now in 
power. The nomipations of the president of the 
United states, if they are worthy men, they shall 
receive my vote for confirmation, unless thereSis 
+nattempt upon the part of the president of the 
United States to make + pt peg te that will in- 
fringe upon any tenure of office. Should he ao 80 
I would oppose the president of the United 
states.”’

RIEL'S MEMORY, 


THB DBAD HALF-BRBEBD SGROWN 
INTO A HBRO, 


The French of Montreal Denounce the Dominion 
Government for the Judicia)} Murder of Riel 
Bxcitement in BSherbrooke— Rie]’s 
Last Letter to His Mother, 


MontreaL,November 20.—At the Riel ‘meet- 
ing on the Champ de Mars, the chairman, M. 
O. David, after condemning the government 
for Riel’s execution, asked the audience to 
swear over the body of Riel to two things: 

First—Never to forgive those who were re-~ 
sponsible for Riel’s death; and 

Second—To adopt his children as those of 
the nation. 

Hon. R. Mercier protested solemnly against 
the fate of Riel and called on the people to 
turn out the three cowards in the cabinet. 

Geo. Dahamel, conservative, said that Riel 
was a sublime fool and would have been for- 
gotten if incarcerated in the penitentiary or a 
lunatic asylum. Instead he had descended 
the grave, or rather had mounted the pedestal 
of immortality. The cowards at Ottawa had 
intended to cover him with shame, but instead 
they had crowned him with glory. But per- 
haps the time would come when the 
ministers would be covered with shame, and 
justice would be done. 

Hon. Mr. LaFlamme said he had hoped the 
three French ministers would be impelled by 
fear to interfere to prevent the execution of 
Riel, but no, after giving the most solemn 
promises, Riel had been hanged. He hoped 
this spirit of senility would be banished. Cane 
ada had enough misfortunes, without creating 
new ones at every step. He hoped the people 
would be able to discern the good from tne 
bad. The next elections would tell. 

Other gentlemen spoke in a similar strain.

THE .ADVANCE TO SOFIA, 


THE SBRVIANS APPARENTLY BADLY 
CHECKED, 


Poorly Clad and Unprepared for a Winter Oam.- 
paign—OCourtmertialing ths Generals for Los- 
ing Battles—A.BRumored Treatyof Peace— 
Other Interesting Foreign News. 


Loxpon, November 20.—Dispatches re- 
ceived here state that the Servians have be- 
come dispirited over the recent reverses. The 
Bulgarians, on the other hand, have been 
aroused to the highest pitch of enthusiasm by 
the example of Prince Alexander and the 
victories gained under his leadership. They 
have gradually driven back the Servian ad- 
vance line until the Bulgarian’s forward line 
intrenchments is within a mile of Dragoman 
village. In the fighting yesterday the Ser- 
vian loss was 800 killed and wounded. One 
of Prince Alexander’s sides de camp “was 
killed in yesterday’s engagement. 

The following are additional details of the 
fighting yesterday: Theright wing of the 
Bulgarian army yesterday advanced from its 
fortified position, and attacked the Servian 
positiuns between Slevnitza and Dragoman. 
Thecenter column of the Bulgarian army 
eoon followed in order to support the right. 
Fijhting then became’ general, and 
the Bulgarians, not being able to 
drive the Servians from their entrenchments, 
towards noon, the left wing of the Bulgarian 
army also advanced, and assumed the offens- 
ive. An obstinate battle ensued, lasting till 6 
o’clock in theevening. The Bulgarians found 
it no easy task to dislodge the Servians from 
position. The former fought 
desperately, however, and finally com- 


pelled the Ser vians to retreat to 
Dragoman, the Bulgarians holding all the 
roads leading thereto. The Bulgarians took 
400 prisoners, including several officers. Up 
to noon today there had been no further fight- 
ing, the Bulgarians deeming it prudent not to 
attack at present the Servians at Dragoman, 
which has strong natural fortifications.

“Come nOw and iet us reason together,’’ are given 
asthe very wordsof God. Again God complains 
that his people, his own people, do not ‘‘con- 
s‘der’’ I know of no more inteHectual or learned 
Christian thanthe great Chillingworth. He said 
he was always most apt and most willing to be led 
by reason to any way or from any way, but sub: 
mitiedalireason to thisone: ‘‘God hath said so; 
therefore itistrue.’’ Reason, he says, “is also in 
some sort God’s word.’”’ 

The Bible, I think, is the Christian’s 
roof that keeps off the rain, and reason is the side 
walls that sustain the roof or Bible, and help to 
keep ofisome of the rain also. For without rea- 
fon bow could a Christian believe the Bibie? 

The doctrine that the Bible is the “only” staud- 
ard bas been advanced before, but it was in the 
cark ages end dawn ofreason, For instance, the 
church of Scotiand went raging over the intro- 
cuction of potatoes. They were not mentioned 
in the Bible, and who would dare to introduce 
them into a Christian country? Men were as bit- 
ter then as they ever were here over reconstruct« 
ion. History is full of that potato theology, bat I 
thoughtits use had prssedaway, until I saw it 
resurrected from the charnel house, ‘‘to prove the 
Bible a barroom,’’ as Mr Dodd expresses it. 

But the Bible, even as the ‘‘only’’ standard, does

The wines of our day do not do one-tenth of the 
demege done by other liquors and strong drinks, 
The, schibitionists would ten times rather pro- 
hibit, in, rum, brandy whisky and absinthe than 
to prohibit wine alone. In otker words nine. 
tintbs of their cause is against liquors, and only 
one-tenth against wine. 

And this knocks the props from under nine« 
tenths of my friends’ argument and leaves him to 
bis wine alone. 

Our liquors are now here mentioned in the Bible; 
Christ Grank no rum; our Saviour made no whis-

And I know of no line or 
word or intimation that leans sgainst 
this prohibition movement My friend says 
he is right‘beyond all question, quibbie or 
doubt;’ while I think he is wrong beyond all 
question. quibble or doubt. His otrer positions, 
the political and the economical, I think, equally 
subject to jatal criticism.

On the morning of January 16, 1884, Mayor Good- 
win entered the editorial rooms of THE ConsTITU 
TION, together with Councilman Vol Dunning,and 
gaid:. 

‘*We have come to announce to the public 
through your columns that as mayorand chair- 
manof the finance committee, we have deter- 
mined to recommend a reduction of the city taxes 
for the present year from 1% per cent to i's per 
cent.”’ 

In another poriion of the interview he says: 

‘The increase in the tax valuation 
bes been so great that we found that we 
would not be able to maintain all the departments 
ard reduce the tax rate irom oue and a half to 
cne and a-third,’’ 

Again, 

‘Our opinicn is that nothing is more important 
than toreduc: the burdeas of the ges and we 
think ita good precedent to set that when there 
isany surplus revenue the tax rates should be re- 
duced £0 ag to leave with the people the money 
that is not aciually needed to carry on the city 
and maintain its departments. ’ 

In the speech of Ex. Mayor Goodwin at the anti- 
prohibitionists’ mee'irg last night he says: ‘‘The 
adoption of prohibitiou would cause larze reve- 
nues to cease to flow into thetreasury, This loss 
vould baveto be madeup, and inrceased tax4- 
tion is the only way to coyer the deficieacy. The 
appropriations to run the various departments of 
ibe city could not be lop off, as they were al- 
ready much smalier than they should be.”’ 

The former statements were made by Mr. Good- 
win when the total net income of the city (in 1534) 
was $635,407 00, while in 1885 the net income of tce 
city cannot fall under $660,000, or an increase of 

25.000 


Which shall we believe? Mr. Goodwin as sworn 
official in the discharge of a high trust, or Mr. 
Gcodwin as an anti-prohibitionist orator anxious 
to create capital for the party waoich he reprasents 
upon the hustings. The city council declined to 
acopt the mayor’s recommendation and the city’s 
re venue is increased by new and valuable improve- 
ments in all parts of the city. Why may not a 
reduction be made now as well as a year ago?

A NATIONAL BANKRUPT LAW. 

Congress will soon meet, and the eastern 
cities and eastern states will demand a 
mationa] bankrupt law, and will work untir- 
ingly and skillfully to push one through 
both houses. The New York chamber of 
commerce indorsed last year the Lowell bill, 
and it will undoubtedly ask congress to pass 


a general law. There is considerable disa- | 


greement in the eastern states relative to the 
exact terms of the bill, but nearly all the 
conflicting interests belieye there shou'd be 
2 law of some nature. 

The west and south have not spoken. If 
the south is still averse to the passage of a 
general law, it should make the fact known 
to its senators and representatives at once, or 
else some of them will become committed to 
one of the eastern bills. It should not be 
overlooked that there are some New York 
dry goods firms who are opposed to any 
bankruptcy law, but these firms are mostly 
old and conservative houses that have not 
forgotten their experience under the last 
bankruptcy law. That was a law which 
swindled debtor and creditor alike, and 
handed over the bankrupt’s property to a 
horde of officials and’ bankruptcy lawyers. 
One such law in acentury should suffice.

THE BUSINESS BAROMETER. 

Pig iron is regarded as the barometer of 
business. If furnaces are going out of blast, 
and the price of iron is declining, it is plain 
that conetruction of various kinds has halted, 
and that consequently capital is idle, the 
labor market glutted, trade dull and the 
times very hard indeed. We have recently 
experienced just such a period. But there 
are indications of a change. 

The Iron Age recently reviewed the iron 
industry, going over the entire field with 
care and in detail, As compared with the 
situation at the opening of the present year, 
there are five more furnaces in,,blast in 
Pennsylyania, two more in Ohio, three 
more in Missouri and three more in 
New Jersey. New York and the south 
alone show a decrease. In New York there 
has been a falling off from fifteen to nine 
furnaces, and in the south there are forty- 
three furneces in blast, against forty-three 
on the first day of January. . 

The improvement is not great as yet, but 
if ihe demand for pig iron keeps on and prices 
continue to harden, more furnaces will be 
put in blast without delay. The demand 
for iron is reasonably active, and the out- 
look is considered encouraging. Pennsylvania 
and Ohio feel the increased demand, and it 
is believed the quickening movement will 
soon be felt in other iron-producing locali- 
ties, 

It is something to be assured of the fact that 
bottom has been touched in the iron trade, 
and that an increased demand has sprung 
up. The cheering increase comesin gradu- 
ally and steadily, and it may on that account 
be all the more lasting, and be better in every 
respect than a violent and eccentric boom. 
The present conditioa of the trade is clearly 
not the result of manipulation. Let us hope 
it is both healthy and promising-j;

Hedidso, a 
bushel of the corn made 27'4 pounds of head flour 
and about seyen pounds of seconds, The flour 
was fine and had a rich, creamy color, It was pre- 
pared into biscuit, egg-bread and cakes. In each 
form it proved delictous. Except by the brown 
color it was impossible to distinguish it from the 
finest Ohio valley flour. 


Yesterday Dr. Watkins came to Atlanta with 
specimens of his kaffir flour and of the grain, He 
had some biscuits and cakes prepared and served 
at the department of agriculture, They were 
eaten by adozen gentlemen, and by every one 
were pronounced excelleni. The only difference de. 
tected between the kaffir bread and that of first Class 
wheat flour by the taste of the more discriminat- 
ing critics was that the kaffir bread had a slightly 
sweeter taste. There was a general expression of 
surprise at its excellent quality, 


Dr. Watkins said: ‘‘I believe that the great 
need of our country is a better and more reliable 
bread grain. In my opinion the bread of the fa. 
ture in this country willcome from some of the 
varieties sorghum, such as this kaffir corn, 
It has two great advantages. It is suited 
to our poor, thin soil, and it can resist 
our long drouths. I believe can raise fifteen 
bushels of kaffir on every acre of land from hereto 
Fairburn, Asan experiment this year! planted 
some of it on rich bottom Jand, and it prodacedat 
the rate’of one hundred bushels.

Here are some stalks with full ripe heads, I 
planted them on the 29th of June, and cut them 
on the 234 of September, This corn will continue 
to grow until frost.’”’ : 


In answer to the question why he did not plant 
kaffir corn extensively Dr. Watkins said: 

“T never khew its value or its possibilities until 
this year. Next year I am going to plant a great 
deal of it, and I am confident that all the good I 
predict for it will be practically demonstrated,” 


The doctor took a head which hesaid was about 
an average of those taken from the stalks on his 
poor land. With a few strokes of his hand he brush- 
ed the white grainsfrom it. They were foundte 
weigh three ounces, A calculation was then made 
as to how much an acre ought togrow. Dr. Wat 
kins said he never planted the corn further than 
eight inches apart on the poorest land. Oa rich 
land he says it will grow and ripen as thick as it 
will. stand. Thereare nearly 5,000 square yards 
in an acre. Allowing only four heads of 
corn toasquare yard,the acre would produce 
20,000 heads which would average three ounces of 
graineach. That would be 60,000 ounces, or about 
63 bushels of corn to the acre. 


Only two men in this section of Georgia have 
kaffircorn. They are Dr. Watkins and his neighbor, 
Mr.J.W. 4. Smith,to whom he gave some of the 
grain last spring. Mr. Smith is fully as enthusiastic 
over the corn as is Dr. Watkins. He says the few 
rows he planted yielded at the rate of one hum 
dred bushels to the acre. He intends to plant it 
largely next year. 

With these gentlemen was Mr. T. A. Jacksov, 


formerly a member of the legislature {rom Carroll

The programme of the evening opened with 
prayer by Rey. Virgil Norcross, after which Mr. H. 
H. Cabaniss. introduced Dr. Feiton, 
who, 28 he walked to the front of 
the stage, was greeted with tremendous applause.

moments, bad subsided, thefspeaker commenced 
his rem arks by commenting upon the size of the 
sudi.ace.

Zhe Probable End of the 
Oase. 

EDGEFIELD, 8. C., November 20.—|Special.]—Last 
bight Judge Hndsou edcided to grant bail to the 
thirtyeone defendants in the Culbreath lynching 
case in the sum of $2500 each. By midnight 
every one of[the prisoners succeeded in securing a 
bondsman, and all were released from jail. There 
was great rejoicing in the village, and unlimited 
quantities of bad whisky was guzzled by the ex- 
ultant lynchers and their friends. Some of the 
good, staid eld citizens of the county are grieved 
about the turm the case has taken. It was 
boped that the accused would baye been {forced 
to stand their trial, and not a few peo- 
ple believed that at least a dozen of 
them would be convicted. The large majority 
of people here are glad that the case is over and 
the men are turned out of prison. The general 
opinion is that the case will never be tried, Judge 
Hudson was averse to presiding at the trial, and 
no other judge in the state would willingly sit. 
The lawyers for the prosecution express their dea 
termination to bring the men to trial at the next 
term of court, but in this they will not, succeed, 
Judge Hudson is one of the most learned, careful 
and conscientious judges in South Carolina, and 
it is not right to censure him for performing what 
he deemed his duty.

ANTI'S GRAND RALLY. 


TW0O!-THOUSAND COLORSD ANTI!’S 
AT THB COURTHOUSGB. 


A Rousing Meeting Held Last Night in the Base- 
ment of the Courtheuse—Speeches by Several 
Colored Men Frem Atlanta end Bise- 
where-What They Had to Say, 


The colored anti-prohibitionists held a rousing 
arg in the basement of the courthouse last 
bight, 

There were fully two thousand yoters present, 
one-third being white. 

Moses Bentley called the meeting to order, and 
upon motion Pr, Badger was elected chairman. 

In accepting the honor he said that it was the 
first meeting of the kind he had attended in six- 
teen years. The last time he took partin a meet 
ing was when the Jegiglature tried to pass a law te 
put police on the force for life. A massmeeting 
of the citizens was held, and the legislature was 
asked not to patssuch a law. The measure wad 
lost iv the legislature. This meeting was called to 
consider a question of far more importance than 
that, The people, a few of them, are trying to put 


the yoke of oppression on the colored man and the 
peor whites. He then introduced W, A. Pledger 
as the first speaker. 

Pledger opened by asking that if the “distin. 
guished gentleman, known as the Rev. Mr. Carter, 
colored, wes present, he would piease lead ia 
prayer.’’ Fromthis he basted Carter ina lively 
manner. Heraid that when a minister steppe1 
down into the mire,and mixed and mingled with 
politicians, be: was getting where God never in- 
tended him to be, ii he wanted te bean honest 
and consistent Christian. A minister forgets his 
position when he condescends to bandy words 
with a politician, ‘‘I want every one to be tem.« 

erate, but we must carry it on by moral suasion, 

'O minister has the right to dictate to us how we 
shail vote and how we ehall pray.’’ Hesaid that 
keg ong was a good thing in its proper’place.

A MOTHER LEAVSS HER TWO CHIL. 
DREN. 


Upon the World and Eaters Upont e Life of Shame— 
Phe Obiidren are Taken in Charge by Chief 
Connolly and ere Placed in the Benevo.- 
lent Home—Where They Will Stay. 


Two bright, pretty children, one a boy of 
nine, the other a gir! of seven years, for whom 
homes are wanted, are now dowiciled at the 
benevolent home, on Waverly place, 

These children have a sad history. 

They are Willie Cooley and Jennie Cooley, 
brother and sister. Their father has deserted 
them and their mother has cast them upon the 
cold charity of the world. 

WHO THEY ARE, 

Six months ago Mrs. Cooley, the mother of 
the children, was 2 respected member of so- 
ciety. She had a pleasant home and was the 
center of a heppy family. Today she is lead- 


ing a life of shame in one of the lowest and 
most disreputable bagnios in the city. 

The women is about thirty-five years of age 
and is moderately good looking. A year ago 
she lived near the Kast Tennessee shops. Her 
husband was night watchman for the railroad 
at that point, and at that time was presumed 
to be an industrious and deserving man. He 
and his wife bad 

THE RESPECT AND CONFIDENCE OF ALL 
who knew them, and among the tamilies who 
resided in that locality none were more pleas- 
antly situated than the Cooleys. 

While living near the East Tennessee shops 
Mrs. Cooley becamé the heroine of: thrillin 
adventure which made her name a household 
word in Atlanta fora few days. One night 
while Cooley was away from home attending 
to his duties, a negro man who knew that the 
woman was alone made several desperate ef- 
forts to enter the house, and finally succeeded. 
non afier dark the negro came to the house 
an 


ASKED THE WOMAN FOR A MATCH, 
but fearing the negro’s motive, she refused 
to openthe door. Later the negro appeared 
at the door again, and sought to gain admis- 
sion by representing that he was the bearer of 
a note from the woman’s husband, but again 
he failed. Again, he tried to getin on some 
other ruse, and again he was driven away. 
After the negro left the house the last time the 
women laid a — on ashelf near her bed 
and retired. Shesoon fell asleep and slept 
soundly until she was awakened by a knock 
on the door. When she opened her eyes 
THE MOON WAS SHINING BRIGHTLY, 
and in her half-awake, half-asleep conditien 
the woman, thinking that her husband had re- 
turned from work, sprang from her ved and 
opened the door. Instantly the negro sprang 
ip, and grabbing the woman in his arms, 
raised her off the floor. At that instant she 
thought of the pistol on the shelf, The shelf 
was In reach, and throwing out her hand she 
caught the pistol. As quick as lightning she 
pressed the muzzle against the negro’s head 
and pulled the trigger. There Was a bright

A DEAFENING REPORT, 

and the negro relaxed his hold upon her and 
dropped to the floor. The woman fell too, 
but before she could move the negro had 
gained his feet and was moving rapidly 
away. The woman fired several times at him 
as he ran, and for a long time it was generally 
believed thata dead negro would be found 
some time in the woods about the place. 

This is the woman, so full of nerve, who is 
now leading a life of shame in Atlanta. 

HER HUSBAND DESERTS HER, 

Several months after Mrs. Cooley’s encoun- 
ter with the midnight assailant, the man she 
bad called husband repudiated his marriage 
yows and skipped, leaving her in a destitute 
cordition. Her husband’s departure was re- 
ported to Chief Connolly, and several efforts 
were made to find Cooley but without success, 
and in a shorttime the woman and her name 
passed outof mind only to be recalled yes- 
terday. 

Early yesterday morning Chief Connolly 
wes notified thatthe woman was an inmate 
of a disreputable house, ahd that her two chil- 
dren were 

LIVING WITH SOME NEGROES, 
and that they were cared for in an indifferent 
manner. The chief’s informant painted a 
reugh picture of their daily life, and which 
daeed him to investigate the matter. In the 
investigation he ascertained that when 
the woman entered the house she carried the 
children with her and kept them ,under the 
sameroof until the woman in charge of the 
house made her send them away. The mother 
then secured board tor her children with the 
negro woman, and aiter they were removed 
from the house abandoned them altogether.

TRIED TO DISSUADE THE WOMAN 
from her present career, but she turned a deat 
ear to his appeal, and said that she had con- 
sidered well the step before she took it, After 
seeing that the woman was determined in her 
course, the chief decided to take charge of the 
children and remove them from her influence. 
He so informed her, but the information gave 
her pleasure, and with a happy smileshe told 
the chief to take the children. Hedidso, and

Last wee! and Monday 
he was 80 much r that 
he was able to walk about his room without 
assistance. Heseaid toeveryone who visited 
him that hewas much better and would be 
cut upon the streetsin a few days. He ap- 
peared ina happy and cheerful frame of mind 
and ebatted and joked with everyone. 
_ Monday Mr. Frank Lo who was visit. 
Dg at the house, was invited by Colonel Ellis 
to come to his room, which was above stairs. 
When Mr. Logan reached the room the 
colonel chatted pleasantly for fp 
short time and _ then began to 
tell Mr. — &® joke on an intimate friend. 
Suddenly the countenance of Colonel Ellis 
changed, but Mr. Logan thought he was only 
imitating the man upon whom he was relating 
the joke, but Mr. Logan soon discovered that 
Colonel Ellis was very sick. @ closer 
examination, he saw that his triend was par- 
alyzed. The family was notified, and Dr. Al- 
exander was sent for. The doctor responded 
promptly, and as soon as he reached the bed- 
side of Colonel Ellis he pronounced it paraly= 
sis. 

Colenel Ellis’s son, Mr. F. 8. Ellis, was in 
Macon on a business trip for his house in New 
York, and a dispatch was sent him announc- 
ing the serious illness ot his father. Mr. El- 
lis arrivedin the city Wednesday. The fam- 
ily became very much alarmed and Dr. 
Pintkney was called in to act with’Dr. Alex 
ander. Thuraday the two physicians held a 
consultation and it was decided that Colonel 
Ellis was affected with}rheumatic minigetis of 
the spinal chord, and that it was 
a severe attack. The phy- 
sicians told the tamily that there was little 
hope for his recovery. The diagnosis ot the 
care proved correct. The patient gradually 
Sank until six o’clock yesterday morning - 
when a very decided change for the worse 
took place. elingered till noon when his 
soul took flight to the spirit land, surrounded 
by his loved ones. 

Colonel Ellis was bern in Geneva, Ontario 
county, New York, in 1814, on the 6th day of 
December. - He came to Georgia and settled 
in Upson county. He was educated there by 
William Sewell, the then secretary of the 
state. He began business in Macon at the age 
of -twenty years. He lived in Ma- 
con eight years, when he moved 
to Columbus, Ga. In that place he dida 
warchouse and commission business for nearly 
forty years. In 1875 he moved to Atlanta 
and engaged in the auction and commission 
business, but on account of failing health for 
the past six years he retired almost exclusively 
from business. Colonel Ellis was twice mar- 
ried. His Jast wife was a Miss Osborn, 
of Columbus. To these seven children 
were born, and all, save one, are still living. 
In December, 1876, his son, D, P. Ellis, Jr,, 
died after # short illness. On Christmas day 
he was buried in Oakland cemetery. He was 
just twenty-one years old on that day, and 
was one of the brightest young men Atleuta 
had ever known, Colonel Ellis’s eldest son is 
now in California, His eldest daughter is 
Mre. D, M Bain. Mr. Ossie Ellis is his 
gn sop, and Misses Madge and Pauliae 

is youngest daughters, To his children he 
was cen | and devoted—every wish 
gratified and their pleasure was his. He was 
cheerful and agreeable, a kind word for every 
one. Inthis city, where he had only spent 
the latter part of his lite, he made many and 
strong friends, In the city of Columbus, 
where he lived. for nearly forty years, his 
friends were numberless, and he was known 
and liked by all. 

The funeral services will be held this after- 
noon at 2:30 o’clock at his late residence, 
corner Merritt’s avenue and Collins straat.

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STATE LUNATIC ASYLUM, 

Near MIvuepervitye, Ga. 16th Nov., 1885. 

Ata meeting of the trustees, officers, etc., 
T. F. Newell, vice-president of the board in 
the chsir and F. G. Grieve, secretary, Dr. T. 
0. Powell, superintendent, presented the fol- 
lcwing memorial: 

A great and good man, & faithfal and effi- 
cient public officer, has passed from labor to 
rest. 

Judge John Hammond, the steward of the 
Georgia Lunatic Asylum, died at his home in 
Midway, Ga., of paralysis, Nov. 13th, 1885. 
Age, 74 years, one month and sixteen days. 

+ writing atribute tothe memory of s0 
good and useful a man as Judge John Ham- 
mond, who has been the efficient-and faithful 
steward of the asylum for the insane tor 
many years, I feel and know that I am not 
equal to the task. It was, however, the privi- 
lege of the writer tohave known him inti- 
mately for about twenty-four years. He was 
modest, unassuming, and retiring in his dis- 
positicn, not confiding, save to those he knew 
well. The more I was thrown with him, the 
more I Joved him and appreciated his great 
worth. His high social qualities endeared 
him to all who knew him well. When I came 
to the institution in 1862 he was then steward 
ofthe asylum. It was my good fortune to 
come constantly in contact with him. 
While he was quiet and retiring in 
his disposition, and slow make ac- 
quaintances, I soen saw in hima true man, the 
soul ot honor. My appreciation and attach-~ 
ment for him grew day by day up to his death ; 
my bereavement is that of a friend. He was 
a true friend, a wisecounsellor; his convictions 
of duty were always met boldly, regardless of 
circumstances and surroundings; he had great 
will power, and could say no quickly when 
duty demanded it. He was faithful to every 
convictien of duty, and fell a martyrtoit. He 
literally lived for the official trust he held, to 
the almost entire neglect of his private mat- 
ters. He was & warm no jo ta of all meas- 
ures looking to the general good of his coun- 
ty and state, expressing his opinions boldly 
and freely, regardless of pnblic opinion, con- 
demning whatever he thought was o~ * He 
was a good judge of men, seemed to know 
them by intuition. He wasone of the most 
charitable men lever knew; very few knew 
ot his liberal charity, for heshrank from every- 
thing like notoriety. A great part of his life 
has been that of a public officer; he has for 
more than thirty years been connected with 
the asylum for the insane as steward, secretary 
end trustee, save about five or six years. In 
1874 he was trustee wit? Dr. Bozeman, Colonel 
Whittle, Colonel PinKEard, Colonel Mott and 
General Phillips, when Mr. Brown, steward at 
that time, died. The institution was then 
growing rapidly, and the responsible position 
of steward required a man of sterling integri- 
ty and fine executive and financial ability. 
The trustees cast about to see who they could 
find to fillthe important trust. Having been 
thrown intimately with Judge Hammond as 
trustee, they knew well his in- 
tegrity and abillity as a business 
map, and his commendable zeal and devotion 
to duty; hence they requested him to resign 
as trustee and take the position of steward, 
which he did, and which position he continued 
to fill, to the full and complete satisfaction of 
the trustees, and to the great benefit of the 
state, up to the day of his last sickness, as the 
records willshow. Some three or four years 
back, his health began to fail. I advised the 
trustees of his true condition, ‘and they 
urged him to give up some of the laborious 
work to his assistant, but faithful to his con- 
victions ot duty, he continued to perform the 
duties of his office until the 10th of October, 
when he was stricken down with peees 

He was the first ordinary of Baldwin county, 
elected in 1852, and served in that capacity to 
the full and complete satisfaction of the peo- 
ple, and with honor to himself, up to Gover- 
nor Bullock’s administration. He was born 
in Jefferson county, Ga.,in 1811. His father, 
Colonel Abner Hammond, of revolutionary 
fame, removed to Milledgeville, Ga., to hold, 
I think, the position of secretary of state, 
when hissop, John, was only three or four 
montbs old. Here he was educated and lived 
his entire life. He was a man of great general 
information, remarkable memory, of decided 
literary tarte, fond of reading. 

In 1842 he was married to Miss Carrie Fort, 
daughter of Judge Moses Fort, and niece of 
Dr. Tomlinson Fort. He leaves a wife, tour 
daughters, and two sonsto mourn their loss. 
He was a devoted husband and father. He 
was the oldest mem ber of the Methodist church 
in Milledgeville at his death, having 
been a member for fifty-six years. Wahile 
he was pot ver demonstrative, 
he lived a consistent Christian life, for many 
years steward of the church, and trustee up 
to his death. He met all the demands of the 
church cheerfully and much more liberally 
than it was thought his limited means justi« 
fied. In his youth he was rather tall, digni- 
fied and hendseome—in old age venerable. 
He has pa from his labors to rest. No 
more will we have his wise counsel, his official 
and taithtul co operation, in the discharge of 
our duties at the asylum, but he has leti usa 
rich legscy in bis record. 

In his death the church, the asylum and 
the community have sustained a heavy loss, 
and the state hes lost one of its most efficient 
ard faithful officers. No wonder the chief 
agete of the state telegraphs: 

“Ip the death of Mr. Hammond the lunatic 
asylum has lost an admirable official. I ten- 
der to his family and associates my profound- 
est sympathies.”
